WRAPPING PAPER 


NEW YOHK, Nov. 5.—The most inter- 


esting development today in the politi- 
cal situation has been the rendering by 
tbe grand jury of an indictment against 
Chief of police Devery on the charge of 
interfering with State Superintendent 
of Elections John MoCnllagh. 
The 


case hangs on the rights of a voter to 
swear in his ballot when challenged by 
a deputy inspector. 
The leaders of 


both parties agree that there will be 
six hundred thousand votes cast in 
Manhattan tomorrow. The republicans 
concede that Bryan will carry greater 
New YoVk, while the democrats, in 
tnrn, admit that McKmley will carry 
the upper part of the state. The situa- 
tion hinges on the plurality which the 
democrats are conceded in the metropo- 
lis and the republicans in the i est of 
the state. On tbe eve of the election 
the betting odds in New York remain 
practically unchanged, 
the average 


being four to ona and five to one, on 
McKmley. 


The State Outlook. 


CONCOHD, N. H., Nov. 5.—Both of 


the great political parties closed the 
campaign tonight with numerous rsl- 
lies throughout the state. But little 
excitement is manifested. The demo- 
cratic leaders concede about what the 
republicans claim. No one in a posi- 
tion to judge intelligently denies that 
McKinloy will get a plurality of twen- 
ty thousand in the state. It is estimat 
ed that Jordan, for governor, will re- 
ceive a plurality of fifteen thousand. 
Three of the leading cities of the state 
are stirred up over the mayoralty situa- 
tion. In Manchester Clarke (republi- 
can), in Concord Martin (democrat),and 
in NashuaTolles (democrat), are up for 
reelection and a spinted campaign is 
being waged against them. The social 
democratic vote enters considerably in- 
to the Nashua contest.

Ballot Controversy In New York 
NEW YOKE. Nov. 5.—Events followed 


each other in rapid succession this 
afternoon and evening, in the contro 
varsy that has been going on during the 
past two days regarding the right of 
men to swear in their vote, when chal- 
lenged. First of all, Chief of Police 
Devery was indicted by a New York 
giaad jury for interfering with State 
Superintendent McGullagh in the per- 
formance of his duties. Later in the 
day Governor Koosevelt took a hand in 
the matter, sending a message to Mayor 
Van Wyck that if the latter did not at 
ooce take steps to effect a recall of 
Chief Devery'a order of Sunday, (in 
which his deputies were instructed to 
disregard the state superintendent,) he 
would be held responsible, as the head 
of the city government, for the order, 
providing it led to a' breach of the 
peace. 
After a conference between 


Chief Devery and the mayor, this after- 
noon, the order was rescinded. This 
closes the controversy. Chief Devery 
furnished bail this afternoon. The case 
will probably eorne up for a hearing on 
the day following the election.

K<i«r B California Boy Got J£v«n With On* 


lror Chasing Him. 


"It was when I was sheep ranching in 


the Hcrmosa district, in southern Califor- 
nia, thut I was, in a way, concerned in a 
very queer trapping operation," said 
•Tunics Smith of Geneva, N. Y. "I was 
partner in a larpe ranch, end we were get- 
ting along swimmingly whew one spring 
a mountain lion camo into tho neighbor- 
hood and set to killing our sheop and 
lambs. \Ve tried liunting, traps and poison 
to rid ourselves of tho beast, but could 
neither get him nor drive him away. The 
bcust not only killed our sheep, but one 
night u herder in onr employ, a boy from 
cuo of the middle western states, came 
miming to tho rancli house a good deal 
frightened and complained that a moun- 
tain lion hud chased him. Ho had had a 
long run, and tho creature had followed 
him to within 50 yards of the house. 


"With tho morning light the boy recov- 


ered courage and went out to his herding i 
again, but ho mulled over tho run and the 
scare tho lion bad given him and vowed he 
would get even with tho boast. Along tho 
creek that bordered tho range was a good 
growth of timber, and the boy, remember- 
ing his rabbit snaring feats in tho east, 
rigged a 'jump up' trap on a largo scale 
Cor tho benefit of tho lion. Ho built an in- 
closure that could bo entered only by a 
lutFsngc on one side. Then ho bent down 
n stiff sapling and secured its top to a 
botched ti'ei) stump in such a way that if 
it wero mo\od, over so little, it would fly 
up. To thin top ho attached a stout rope, 
with a blip noose so arranged that any 
jroutnro entering the inclosure would bo 
-•aught by tho nooso and at tho same time 
ho sapling would spring upright. When 
:vcrything was ready, ho put a lamb In 
iiho enclosure at night und waited. 


"Tho lamb's bleating attracted tho lion, 


lud.itt midnight tho boy, who slept in an 
nitbuilding, came to the ranch houso to 
tell us that tho beast was caught. 
Once 


tivvukencd we needed no telling of tho fact, 
Cor the lion's cries came plainly to our eara 
from up tho creek. 
Wo got our guns and 


started for tho tra;j. Tho night was dark, 
ind as we floundered along among tho 
trees and brushwood tho foremost man 
nearly ran bang into tho lion, hanging by 
Iho rope to tho sapling. The beast had 
evidently tried to leap through the 1100:0, 
ror ho was caught, not by the nock, but 
round the body, jurt forward of the hind 
quarters. As be dangled from tho sapling, 
crj ing to turn bit as to bite off the rope, 
liis flawing*) and contortions wero some- 
thing wonderful to see, und at every fail- 
ure ho let out a facreeeh that could havo 
'jcen heard a mile away. 


"Turn and twist at, ho might, ho could 


not get to tho ropo with his teeth. 
But 


list bomuthing might slip or give way and 
let him loose we lost no time in backing 
jlT to u Kifer distance, and then wo finished 
'lini with our firearms. 
We wore nil 


mighty pleased to get rid of him, but I 
reckon the boy that trapped him got tho 
most satisfaction out of tho business, and 
10 got tho skin and bounty."—New York 
sun.

In congress every member finds himself 


it one great disadvantage, which length 
3f service muy diminish but can never en- 
tirely take away, and that disadvantage 
irises from tho luck o£ looal knowledge us 
tofurutl states. Wo may be a homogeneous 
nation, but we arc certainly not lacking 
\n diversities. 


The brand extent of the country, in 


more ways therefore than one, affects the 
legislative action of tho houso und also 
its methods of action. 


In some of tho smaller states all tho 


business which is presented to tho legisla- 
ture is disposed of in some way or other. 
1'he committees report all bills and reso- 
lutions which axo sent to them and both 
it-seinblies say "yes" or "no" directly or 
>mlirectly to thorn all. 


In congress neither house attempts to 


lo anything of the kind. The pigeonholes 
it all of the committees which aro fortu- 
nate enough to have any business at all 
•ire found, at tho end of the session and of 
•engross, full 
of bills undisposed of. 


Thousands also of tho bills reported aro 
left on the calendars without oven the 
poor formality of being discussed, or even 
of being called up. 
In a, word, congress, 


when it gets ready, adjourns, leaving the 
deud bills by the wayside. 


Obviously there are some things which 


have to be done. There are bills which 
must bo passed. 
Unless revenue is fur- 


nished, even the ordinary function of gov- 
ernment would be at an end. So also if 
the revenues wero not properly appropriat- 
ed according to law, tho government could 
not go on, for its continuance costs money. 
Hence, under tho rules of tho house, the 
committee of ways and meams, having 
charge of bills raising revenue, and the 
committees on appropriations, obliged to 
provide for the expenditure of revenue, 
huvea right of way vrhich is thorough and 
complete. Whenever the house desires to 
take up such bills, there is neither let nor 
hindrance. The country therefore can bo 
sure that its necessities arc provided for.— 
Hon. 1. B. Reed in North American Re- 
view.

To produce an 


electric light you require a dynamo. To 
run tho dynamo you need Fleam. You 
may feel tho wind on your moist brow or 
hand, but the direction from which it 
blows you can—except in case of the regu- 
lar trade winds orunkss jou are up in 
sea lore—tell only from the compass Then 
by Killing clo.se to the wind you can keep 
on that course without lookiu 
pass. 


Hut tho sailors naturally havo a large- 


accumulation of weather lore, and in ad- 
dition in the "trades" then' lire, except iu 
case of violent storms, certain regularities 
in the winds ia certain parts of tho ocean 
and certain other recurring signs which 
tho helmsman e.in utilize, .ind which often 
enable him to dl-'penso with tho compass 
altogether.

Why Are We Right Handed? 


The question of right and loft handed- 


ness is so frequently brought up that any 
investigation of or light on the subject 
must be of general interest. It has been ob 
served that infants *ho erawl on all fours 
make much more use of the right than 
tho left hand, unless they are loft handed. 
A scientist accounts for this by declaring 
thnt right-handedness is caused by the lo- 
cation of the organs of tho body. 
The 


heart being on the left side causes very 
much greater weight than in tho right. 
During aetivo life the heart and arteri»s 
Qlled 
with blood make the increased 


weight of thiit side an item of some impor- 
tance. The c°.nter of gravity is therefore 
throw n more to tho leftside. 
This being 


the ease, the right arm is much more free 
than tho left. 
There may be also a pro- 


vision of nature in the use of tho rir''t 
hand more than tho left. 
Throwing a 


ball, striking with a hammer or other vio- 
lent exercise might havo a depressing or 
injurious effect upon tho heart if dono 
with tho left hand. This theory of bal- 
ance and weight is by far the most ra- 
tional one that has been put out, and its 
further development will he watched with 
great interest.—Now .York Ledger.

A few days before many of 
them thought that th.ey were looking 
death iu its most horrible aspect straight 
in the face and had shuddered when they 
realized t;hat between tbeni and a storm 
lashed sea theie was only ( the stricken 
aud shivering Vessel. 


The St. Paul "was nearlj a full daj 


lute; but, although she had come home 
as on one wing, she brought all her pas- 
sengers uud crew safe 'jo port. Shu had 
stood the tremendous strain of an acci- 
dent that might have sent to the bottom 
a weaker craft, but she was .teriibly 
bruised and forspent. She had crept in- 
to her home port, hut she will have to go 
to the hospital of ships, and it will be 
months before she will be ready to breast 
the waves again. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock in the evening 


of Wednesduj , Oct. yi, the passengers on 
the St. Paul were almost stunned by a 
hock received by the stout vessel that 
nade her <jiii\er fiom stem to stern. Then 
'ollo\\ ed the thunder ol whirring ina- 
•hinerj, wild and beyond the contiol of 
ts masters. Cleat hammers of iron and 
hteel were crashing against the 
iron 


)lates, hurled by the force of the engines, 
which weie left to tuiu their terrible 
tower upon the «hip.

This crash of iron against iron, which 
nadc the blood of the pabbongi-rs itui 
.•old, continued for u few seconds that

nnd that the sides ot the ship had ht't'i 
blown open and the next act in the trag 
edy would be the liual phmgu into the 
sea.

engine, driven with tremendous power 
and suddenly relie\ed of all 1'iiction and 
U'Mstaure, clattered :iml \ibrati-il in its 
bed, shaking itself to piett-s and bulling 
pieces of its steel strm-liiie against the 
sides of the vessel. Then the force of 
the steam, turned back upon itself, blew 
out the heads of four cyclindors and com- 
pletely wrecked the stnrboaid engines.

•f Massena Springe, which the Indian* 
called Knn-a-Hwa-«Uk-o-rai on Ruquette 
river, in tbe Adirondack region, that deer, 
moose and other nativeanlinalgwei«,wont 
to use the waters for medicinal purposes. 
Tho early surveyors have recorded that 
when a copious volume of clear, cold water 
was thrown up,' strongly charged with 
sulphurj tbe earth around there- would be 
trodden into a mire bole by deer and 
moose, which frequented the spot on ac- 
count of the saline qualities of tho water. 
The Indians, 'too, used the waters as a 
curative for various ills. 


The Indians called Moose river Te-ka- 


kun-di-an-do, which means "clearing an 
opening." It is in tho Moose river region 
that the noted Old Forge settlement lies. 
There is a belief, handed down from gener- 
ation to generation, that the , first forge 
established by tho hand of a white man In 
the North woods wai> located hero uaoro 
^ban a century ago. An old anvil and 
piece of scrap Iron which are imbedded In 
tbo lawn in front of the Forge House are 
fjoday pointed out to the inquiring tourist 
as the sole remnants of the original and 
primitive forge. 


Kushaquu, which is Indian for "beauti- 


ful resting place," has a romantic tradi- 
tion. Here is the original doer truck along 
which a beautiful Indian maiden followed 
her daring love.r to death. There is on in- 
teresting haziness in the tradition as to 
what the daring loVei •«;=« doing when 
summoned to the hnppy hunting grounds, 
but there is no doubt as to the existence 
of the romantic deer track or of the silvery 
Inko or of the moss covered stone on 
which the beautiful Indian mnlden sat 
and mourned and starved her life away. 
Near Lake Kushaqua is On-obi-o-tn, tlio 
Indian name for "rainbow," and Bain- 
bow Jake is not far nway. 


Natural Bridge Is a picturesque place 


situated on Indian river (Indian, Ojoqu- 
aok, "Nut river,"), which runs under tho 
ground in two different places and emerges 
a few rods below, forming a natural 
bridge 6 feet above the water and 15 feet 
wide, a curiosity of considerable interest. 
Dr. W. Sevvnrd Wobb has located his ex- 
tensive No-ha-sa-no park in tho Beaver 
river region, tho imine No-ha-sn-no being 
tho Indian term for "beaver crossing on a 
log."—-Now York Times.

History. 


During February, 1829, AJexandre Gri- 


bojedoff, Russian minister to Teber.au, 
was assassinated In a peculiarly horrible 
manner. The war between Russia and 
Ij'ersia, in which. Russia had won the vic- 
t,ory, had just ended, and Gribojedoff, 
who was a celebrated dramatic author, 
was sent as minister to the defeated 
country. No sooner did he reach Teheran 
than the clergy of the city urged the pop- 
ulace to attack him. and the result was 
that on Feb. 20 a mob broke into the le- 
gation and murdered him, as well as 30 
other persons who formed part of hi* 
Detinue. 


Quickly the news spread to St. Peters- 


burg, and the czar determined that'Per- 
sia should pay heavily for the crime. A 
rigid investigation was at puce started 
and when it v\ as over 40 residents of Te- 
heraii were condemned to death and were 
duly executed and 30,000,000 
rubles 


were awarded by Persia to the relatives 
of tbe murdered minister as an indemni- 
ty. That this was a wholesome lesson 
for Persia is prov ed by the fact that ever 
since then foreign ministers have been 
treated with marked respect in that coun- 
try. 


A more remarkable occurrence was the 


murder of two French envoys, which 
took place nt Rastatt in April, 1799. A 
congress had been in session iu this little 
town for the purpose of settling the dif- 
ferences between France and Germany 
and Austria. So far as Germany was 
concerned, on amicable agreement was 
arrived nt, but France and Austria re- 
mained at loggerheads, and consequently 
the French envoys, finding that thoj 
could accomplish nothing, resolved to re- 
turn at once to Paris. They had arrang- 
ed to leave Rastntt at noon, but for some 
unaccountable reason the gates of thi? 
town were closed at that hour and were 
not reopened until late in the evening. 


Fearing nothing, the envoys and their 


retinue got into their eight coaches and 
drove off. Hardly had they gone a mile, 
however, when they were stopped by a 
troop of hussars, presumably Austriane, 
who ordered them to leave their car- 
riages. A conflict then ensued, in which 
two envoys. Bonnier nnd lloberjolt, were 
killed, while the third, Dubey, was so 
badly wounded thnt his life was despair- 
ed of for some time. After murdering 
the two envoys the hussars paid no fur- 
ther attention to the less Important mem- 
bers of their retinue, but rode off, and 
from that day to this no one has been 
able to find out who was responsible for 
the murders. 


The Austrian cabinet has been blamed 


and so have French emigrants, the direct- 
ory, England and Quecu Caroline of Na- 
ples, but the requisite proof of guilt has 
not yet been found, aud the general optu- 
lou is that the murder* at Rastatt will re- 
main oue of the inexplicable mysteries of 
hibtoiy.—New York Herald..

according to the siza of the ship and the 
desire to tnko full ndvnntngo of their no- 
tion. The most rocont and most thorongh- 
golug investigation of their uso and effi- 
ciency Is that of Sir William Whlto and 
Mr. R. IS, Frondo In connection with the 
bilgo keels fitted to H. M, $. Revenge. 


Experiment }n tMy c'dse seemed to show 


that tho extent of rolling, after fitting tho 
bilge keels, was only about one-third the 
extent without tho bilgo keels. This was 
tho case when tho ship vms not propelled 
by her machinery. When, on tho other 
^and, hho was so propelled, even nt> n mod- 
erate speed, tho effect of tho bilgo keels 
was even more marked. 


Previous exporhtientis'with other shlpa 


had shown n diminution Of rolling due to 
tbo fitting of bilgo keels of one-half, and 
for bilgo keels of sufficient size this may 
probably bo taken as th^e least that may be 
expected. It Is to soirfe extent a wonder 
that, such being* tho case, ships should 
ever bo built without these valuable ad- 
juncts, and It is probable that, until some- 
thing better is demised, tho future will see 
nn Increasing number of ships in which 
full advantage \e trtkcn of. a moans of giv- 
ing steadiness so effective and nt tho same 
time so moderate In cost.—F. P. Purvis In 
Cassler's Magazine.

Iti Day* In » JFltrjr pTiurnac*—D^tatU •< 
a Complicated Syitem of Chocking Up 
the Ticket..

The life of a railroad ticket Is one of the 


most absorbing interest. It is a record of 
"intricate simplicity" all through. From 
the time it leaves tbe hands of tho printer 
until It arrives at tbe office of the ticket 
auditor of thp~i;ailroad on which It was col- 
lected it has "passed through a great num- 
ber of processes that insure its safe trans- 
mission, correct sale and certain return to 
tpo checking officer of the road, all of a 
complicated nature. yoO all simple enough. 


Coupon tickets are, as a rule, of but two 


kinds. In selling thcso tickets it is neces- 
sary to so arrange thorn jtbat every road 
over which they are honored will have 
something to show for it. For this reason 
•''coupon is provided for each road, and 
tbo conductors on that road tear it oft when 
it is presented to them for passage. 


What is known as the Strom borg form Is 


In general uee all over the United States. 
This is a patented ticket, and all of the 
roads pay a royalty for Its use. On a jour- 
ney from St. Louis to El Paso, Tex., there 
would bo three coupons. The ticket would 
be sold in St. Louis by the Missouri Paoitio 
railway, and the first coupon would read: 
"Missouri Pacific railway. St. Louis to 
Sedalia, Mo." The second would read: 
''Missouri, Kansas and Texas railway. 
Sedalia to For* Worth, Tox." The third 
would rend: "Texas and Pacific railway. 
Fort Worth to destination between tbe 
p,unch marks." Every ooupon agent has 
one of the Strom berg punches and he 
punches tho point of destination on the 
hist ooupon. 


The other style of coupon ticket Is what 


is on lied in railroad parlance the "skeleton 
form." 
It Is blank as far as both starting 


point or destination is concerned, and is 
Ipuod to the smaller agents. When they 
buvo u call for one of these tickets, they fill 
out as innuy coupons as there are roads to 
be traveled over. 


The tickets are sold to the passengers 


and remain in their hands for but a short 
time, if tliu conductor of tbe train is vigi- 
lant, nud ho usually is, enough so to get all 
tho tickets before the next station is 
ruaahed. 


And there tho public's acquaintance 


ends. 


Tho conductor, always suave and ready 


to L-o obliging, has many things on his 
mind to look after. 
One of these is the 


disposition of his ticket collections for the 
trip. 


He gets thorn together out of bis sev- 


eral pookets at tho end of his trip and as- 
sorts them in station order. He than 
Counts thorn. All collections from mileage 
books are also counted carefully. He then 
autors up on a report; blank the number of 
tickets collected and the number of mile- 
age Blips taken up and between what 
point*. On the same report bo also enters 
the number of cash fares and between 
jsvhnfc points collected. 


This report, with the tickets, Is inclosed 


In an envelope nnd mailed to tho general 
auditor or tho ticket auditor of the rood. 


Hero tho real work on the ticket begins. 


/The auditor receives reports daily from the 
.agents along tbe line, aud it is his busi- 
ness to check them up against the receipts 
of tickets from train collections. 


The conductor's collection a are brought 


Jn and turned over to you-ig men in the 
auditor's o IB L-O and by ttictn opened. 
Tho 


tickets inclosed nro carefully counted to sea 
that tbo conductor'H statement on his re- 
port is correct.- They ure then entered up 
pn a blank as "from," "to," "number of 
{tickets" and "amount," and tho total ia 
etruok. This in douo in order to arrive at 
tho daily emuluKS of each train. 
A care- 


ful record of Uiis is kept and n monthly 
average per trip wikfn. Tbe traffic officials 
are then cunUoil to see whether certain 
runs arc paying and to take steps to make 
thorn pay or withdraw them. It ia odd to 
^look down tho list of n certain train and 


tsoe how nearly nilko are each day's earn- 
ings. .Except where there has been a big 
excursion tho collections dondt vary to an

Tho ticket checkers assort all of the 


month's collections in order of destina- 
tion. Thus, if St. Louis be the station 
that is to be chocked, nil tickets from St. 
Louis to Jefferson City are got together. 
The agent nmy have reported tbe sale of 
NOB. 15,311 to 15,SID. 100 tickets. It ia 
tbe business ot tbe. ticket sorter to see how 
many of these tickets hnve been collected 
and to murk tbo report of tbe agent to 
show thoRo that Imvo not been turned in. 
Whenever theso missing tickets do come in 
the report of the agent for tbo month in 
which they were sold is resurrooted from 
some dusty box nnd the missing ticket) 
chocked ns "in." It is surprising how 
many tickets arc belated and how many 
never come in. Frequently persons buy 
tickets that aro limited and cannot use 
them until the limit; has expired, when 
they throw them nway. In other cases a 
ticket: may not show up for a month or 
two, when it is unlimited. 


Coupon tickets require much more care- 


ful handling than local tickets, and tbe 
men who keep the books on them receive 
bettor saktriea than tho local ticket sorters. 


All coupons tickets are turned over to 


them from tbe train collections and by 
tbem carefully assorted ns to roads of issue. 
Eaoh ticket or coupon is then carefully re- 
corded in a book so that its history can be 
traced from its start to its destination. A6 
the end of each month a statement is ren- 
dered to nil interested lines by tho road 
that issues the tickets of all sales over 
their linos. In this way a kind of clearing 
house arrangement is kept up and tbe 
debtor road makes remittance to the cred- 
itor road after deducting offsetting ac- 
counts. 


And then comes tbo end of tbe railroad 


ticket's life. As soon as all report* have* 
been checked up and a careful division of 
earnings—that is, the apportionment to the 
various divisions of the earnings—has been 
made, the tickets are filed away for future 
reference. It ia absolutely necessary that 
the tickets should be kept on hand for a 
long time, not less than 19 months, for 
sometimes a lawsuit is dependent on the 
ticket on which some passenger may nave 
ridden. 
After 12 or 14 months' wait the 


tickets meet with their fiery fate. They 
ant taken ont ot the filing cases carefully, 
and under tbo inspection of a responsible 
man are burned.—Robert £. Lee iu St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.
